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EDUCATION BETWEEN TWO WORLDS. 
By Alexander Meiklejohn. New 
York: Atherton Press, 1966, 303 pp. 
(paper). 

This paperback reprint of a book 
published first in 1942 is timely. Pro- 
fessor Meiklejohn was a stimulating 
and thoughtful philosopher. In this 
work he examines the development of 
educational thought in a Protestant- 
capitalistic context and formulates a 
general theory of education. In it he 
provides a succinct review of the 
thoughts of Comenius, Locke, Arn- 
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old, Rousseau and Dewey integrated 
in such a way and with such clarity 
as to rescue them from the obscurity 
of misinterpretation. By drawing on 
the past, Professor Meiklejohn antici- 
pates the future and sketches the na- 
ture of educational thought that must 
be anticipated. It is an interesting 
book that is well written—the sort of 
work one wants to read for stimulat- 
ing thought and cogent ideas.
